ANKARA, Turkey ICP) - Score 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
today pledged ll. S. support to lead 
prs of the Baghdad Pact alliance 
in deterring aggression. 
Ile also 
said the United States would throw 
"mobile 
power 
of 
great 
force” 
against any Communist attack. 
In the keynote speech to the 
opening session of the alliance's 
ministerial council. Dulles also re 
jected 
Soviet 
proposals for any 
“atom-free’’ zone 
in 
the 
Middle 
East. 
Dulles spoke as an “observer,” 
since the United States is not a 
full-fledged member of the pact, 
an end greatly desired by its mem 
hers. 
The U. S. belongs to the pact’s 
three main committees - 
on de­ 
fense, I;nti-subversion and econom­ 
ics— and its support of the alliance 
Is basic to its continuance as a 
deterrent to any possible Red ag­ 
gression in this area. 
“The United States wholeheart­ 
edly supports the Baghdad Pact,” 
Dulles told the pact delegates from 
Britain, Iraq. Iran, Pakistan and 
Turkey. 
Then he made the pledge that 
"mobile 
power 
of 
great 
force 
would, as needed, be brought to 
bear against any Communist ag­ 
gressors.” 
In rejecting the atoms-free zone 
in the Mideast, Dulles said the So 
viets, by their statement last week,

The President said the new pro­ 
gram would help supply “ addition­ 
al highly competent scientists and 
engineers vitally needed by the 
country at this time.” 


“ Our im m idiate national secur­ 
ity aims 
to continue to strength­ 
en our armed forces and improve 
the weapons at their command— 
can be furthered only by the ef­ 
forts of individuals whose training 
is already fat advanced,” he said. 
“ But if we are to maintain our 
position of leadership, we must 
see to it that today's young peo­ 
ple ar** prepared to contribute the 
maximum to our future progress. 
Because of 
the growing impor­ 
tance of science and technology, 
we must necessarily give special 
—but 
by 
no 
mean* exclusive— 
attention to education in science 
and engineering.” 
Essential to Security 
Marion B. Folsom, secretary of 
the Departm ent of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, said the “ sur­ 
vival of our freedom" may be at 
stake in the nation’* classrooms. 
He said the proposals outlined 
by the President were “ an essen­ 
tial part of our national security 
effort.” 
“ Meeting the country’s educa­ 
tional needs—now and in the fu­ 
ture -is a job for everyone,” he 
said. 
The heart of the President’s pro­ 
gram was the recommended pro­ 
vision of 10,000 federal scholar­ 
ships each year for the next four 
years. 
The college scholarships would 
be financed by the federal govern­ 
ment hut administration of them 
would be handled by the states. 
Scholarships 
would 
be allotted 
among the states on a population 
basis. 
It would not be compulsory for 
students to promise to study sci­

Belief that baptism and The 
Lord’s Supper are "ordinances’ 
rather than 
"sacra m en ts"; 
and 
that these rites have "ne saving 
power” of themselves. 
5. ’The "competency of each in 
dividual soul” to gain "direct ac­ 
cess” to God without the media 
tion of any priest or minister. 
6. 
A strong emphasis on reli 
gious freedom, church-state sepa 
ration, and liberty of conscience 
for every individual. 
7. 
A unique doctrine of church 
government, under which each lo 
cal church is an absolutely sov 
©reign body which cannot be giv 
en orders by any "association, a1 
hance or convention'* which
